2. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number 
of the said post, its classifications and the scale of pay atta- 
ched thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 lo 4 of the 
Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions etc. — The method of reeruitmont, age limit, qualifica- 
tions and other matters relating to the said post, shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed foi direct 
recruitment may be lelaxcd in case ol the Scheduled Castes, 
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the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons 
in accordance with the general ordem of the Central Govern- 
ment issued liorn time lo lime in this legat'd. 

4. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage villi 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the party to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per- 
son from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respccL to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall allect reserva- 
tions and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by l he Central Government from time to time in this regal'd.

G.S.R. 8 O 5 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Deputy Commissioners (Fertilisers) in the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Irrigation (Department of Agriculture), namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Department of Agriculture, Deputy Commissioner (Fertiliser) 
Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, Number, classification and scale of pay— The number of the said posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post, shall be as specified in columns 5 lo 1 3 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4, Disqualification.— No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any persons, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post 
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Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied thfri such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
persons and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds|for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons, 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S.R. 807. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso ailiele 309 of Ihe Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Central Power 
Engineering (Class 11) Service Rules, 1964, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Power Engi- 
neering (Class 11) Service (Amendment) Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In ihe Central Power Engineering (Class 11) Service 
Rules, 1964 (hereinafter referred lo as the said lules), for 
the word and figure ‘Class 11', wherever they occur, the 
word and letter “Group B” shall be substituted. 

3. In the said rules, for rule 13, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely 

“13. Mode of promotion 

(1) Recruitment to the Service by promotion shall be made 
on the recommendations of the Departmental Promotion 
Committee (Group B) constituted by the Government and 
where necessary, on consultation with the Service Com- 
mission, by selection on the basis of merit with due regard 
lo seniority from amongst persons employed in the Authority 
in the following grades, namely : — 

(a) Technical Assistants (Engineering); 

(b) Research Assistants (Engineering) ; 

(c) Supervisors; and 

(d) Head Draftsman. 

(2) No person employed in the Authority in the grades 
specified in sub-rule (1) shall be eligible for promotion under 
that sub-rule, unless he — 

la) possesses a degree in Engineering from a recognised 
Institution or equivalent and has rendered not less 
lhan three years' continuous service in one or 
more of these grades in the capacity of a graduate 
Engineer; or 

(b) possesses a Diploma in Engineering from a recognised 
Institution and has rendered not less than five years’ 
continuous service in one or more of these grades. 

(3) 66-2/3 per cent of the posts shall be filled by degree 
holders and 33-1/3 per cent by diploma holders; 

Provided that if the required number of suitable eligible 
officers is not available from a particular category for filling 
in the vacancies allocated to be filled by promotion from 
that category under this sub-rule, the appointing authority 
may fill in all or any of Ihe vacancies by promotion of suitable 
eligible officers from the other categories subject to the 
conditions that the overall proportion of vacancies to be 
filled from amongst the officeis of either category shall, as 
soon as may be, be maintained in accordance with this sub- 
rule. 

(4) If suitable officers are not available for piomotion to 
any post under this rule, the post may be flued by selection 
through (he Service Commission under Part IV of these lules 
or by deputation or transfer under Part V of these rules.”

(d) If a member of the Service is appointed on or after

Where the quan- 
tum of earned leave is in excess of the leave, the 
over-payment of leave salary shall be recovered in 
such cases.

G.S.R. 820. — In exeicise of the. -powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in superses- 
sion of the Reserve Stamp Depot (Class IV posts) Recruit- 
ment Rules. 1974 in so far as they relate to the post of 
Sorter, published in the Notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Works and Housing No. G.S.R. 
1247 dated 6th November, 1974, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to 
the post of Sorter in the Reserve Stamp Depot, Calcutta, 
under the Controller of Stationery (Ministry of Works and 
Housing) namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Reserve Stamp Depot (Group D posts) Rec- 
ruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — The 
number of post, its classification und the scale of pay attach- 
ed thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
Schedule annexed to these rules, 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and oilier qualifica- 
tions. — The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit. 


qualifications and other matters connected therewith, shall 
bo as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule afore- 
said. 

4. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, 
that such marriage is permissible under the personul law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — -Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons, 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required lo be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.
